REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 

1. The issues from the Consolidated Fund during the year 1910-11 amounted to 45,000Z., 
leaving an unissued balance of 55.000Z. 

The net expenditure in the year amounted to 42,540Z. 18s. 7 tZ., and the balance in the hands 
of the Commissioners of Public Works, Ireland, on the 31st March 1911 was 6,698Z. 7s. 2d. 

The total amount available for further expenditure is therefore 61,698Z. 7s. 2d. 

2. An annuity of 2,697Z. 15s. has been created to repay the capital (45,000Z.), advanced by 
the National Debt Commissioners in the calendar year 1910, raising the total of the annuities 
created under the Act to 9,583Z. 11s. 6cZ. Provision for the repayment of these annuities is 
made in the Estimates for 1911-12 under Class I., Vote 15, Sub-Head AA.
